PREDICTS NOMINATION 
BY THE THIRD BALLOT 


Lack of Suitable Opponent to 
Pit Against Him Is Aid- 
ing New Yorker.

Pittsburgh, Pa., Sept. 15.—Pennsylva- 
nia Democrats, according to surface in- 
dications, are going to be sverwhelm- 
ingly for Al Smith for President in the 
Democratic national convention next 
year. This is what Democratic leaders 
are saying in Philadelphia, Harrisburg 
and Pittsburgh. Democratic National 
Committeeman Joseph F. Guffey has re- 
ceived letters from local leaders in 80 
per cent of the counties which indicate 
that Smith will have a large majority 
of the Pennsylvania delegation of 76. 
“There will be at least 60 Pennsyl- 
vania delegates for Smith, maybe more,” 
said Mr. Guffey. “There has’ been no 
booming of Smith, no drive for dele- 
gates for him. The governor won't 
permit it. The sentiment for his nomi- 
nation has not been artificially stimu- 
lated. But there is no gainsaying the 
fact that he is the popular choice of 
the Democrats of this State for the 
nomination. And what is true of this 
State seems to be true of a good many 
other States. I look for his nomina- 
tion by the third ballot.” 

In the 1924 convention the largest 
number of votes given Smith by Penn- 
sylvania on any ballot was 39%. Mc- 
Adoo had 25%, with the remainder 
scattering. That Smith should be 
stronger now is not surprising. The 
McAdoo faction has gone to pieces; 
Smith is the outstanding figure in the 
party and the anti-Smith Democrats 
have no candidate to pit against him. 


Opposed by McCormick. 


Vance McCormick, of Harrisburg, dry 
Democrat and former McAdoo leader, 
inveighs in his newspaper against the 
nomination of a “nullificationist,” re- 
ferring apparently to Smith, though he 
does not name him. He says Demo- 
crats must realize that “no man who 
stands on a nullification platform can 
hope to win.” But Mr. McCormick pro- 
poses no alternative to Smith for the 
nomination. 

Ever since William B. Wilson, a dry, 
won the Democratic nomination for 
Senator in this State last year, the dry 
Democrats have maintained that the 
Pennsylvania section of the party is 
dry and therefore will be against Smith. 
There is considerable evidence, how- 
ever, that large numbers of wet Demo- 
crats were too busy elsewhere on that 
primary day to vote in the Democratic 
primary, being engaged in voting in 
the Republican primary for Wi'liam 8. 
Vare. The fact undoubtedly is that 
the same forces are operating among 
Pennsylvania Democrats as elsewhere.

Year’s Heat Record Broken 
As Mercury 


Climbs to 97 


Higher Than Observatory 


Downtown Temperature, Soaring to 102, 5 Degrees 


to Retire to Cool Room Until Relief Sets In. 


Reading, Causes Coolidge 


With the country generally swelter- 
ing under a late season hot wave, 
Washington yesterday experienced its 
hottest day of the year, the mercury 
climbing to 97 degrees. Despite the 
intense heat, which wae registered at 
102 at the Weather Bureau kiosk on 
Pennsylvania avenue, there were no 
prostrations or deaths reported. 

As Washington went, so went the 
country, many of the cities of the East 
reporting abnormally high tempera- 
tures for this time of the year and some 
of them recording higher temperatures 
than at any time previously this sum- 
mer. 

Baltimore toke all heat records for 
that city when the temperature 
climbed to 98 degrees. New York swel- 
tered along with the smaller cities. The 
hottest city in the country, however, 
was Birmingham, Ala., which recorded 
a temperature of 102 degrees. 

The Capital took its taste of torrid 
weather with ill grace yesterday, the 
day when, according to the dictatorship 
of style. the summer season closes and 
man dons his winter apparel. Any one 
who followed the dictate yesterday was 
in for a little heavy suffering. 

The record-breaking heat caused acute 
discomfort to President Coolidge, just 
back from his cool retreat in the Black 
Hills. -When the temperature was at its 
peak in the afternoon the President re- 


tired to a cool room in the White House 
and remained there until the mercury 
began to drop. 

No explanation a as to the extreme heat 
was given by the Weather Bureau, al- 
though it did point out that the heat 
wave was breaking in certain parts of 
the East, and that possibly within a few 
days Washington would be included in 
the selected list of those returning to 
normal. Otherwise the only prediction 
that the bureau would make was that 
today and tomorrow would continue 
fair and that today would be “not quite 
so warm.” 

It was between 2 and 4 o’clock in 
the afternoon that the local heat waves 
finally worked themselves up to their 
highest point, reaching the 97-degree 
mark. Just about that time most of 
the working classes in the downtown 
section were ready to give up the ghost. 
Probably the only hope that sustained 
them was the apparent fact that the 
heat was out to break a record. They 
will be encouraged to find out that the 
temperature went one point above its 
previous high for the year—96 degrees, 
registered on July 14. 

These are the figures for the Weather 
Observatory thermometers, out where 
cooling breezes blow, and where there 
is much foliage. In the comparative 
inferno of the downtown area, where

ACCUSED NURSE PLEADS 
NOT GUILTY OF MURDER 


Miss Atkinson Is Formally 
Charged With the Death 
of Pastor’s Daughter. 


“LOOKS BAD,” SHE ADMITS 


Enid, Okla., Sept. 15 (A.P.).— For- 
mally charged with the murder of the 
daughter of the Rev. Charles Bailey, a 
clergyman for whom she had professed 
a deep devotion, Miss Mary Atkinson, 
26-year-old nurse, late today pleaded 
not guilty when arraigned before a 
justice of the peace. Tonight she was 
back in jail where she has been held 
a week during investigation of the al- 
leged poisoning of Mary Jane Bailey, 
18 years old. . 

“It looks very, very bad for me,” 
commented the slight, dark girl, with 
a wry smile, when a deputy sheriff to- 
day informed her she had been charged 
with the murder of the girl who died 
suddenfy last week. 

Mary Jane’s death followed within 
less than two weeks that of her mother, 
who was believed to have succumbed 
to a stroke of paralysis. County Attor- 
ney Dan Mitchell, of Garfield County, 
said tonight he was still undecided 
whether he would ifvestigate the cause 


of Mrs. Bailey’s death. The nurse was. 


returned to jail without bond follow- 
ing her arraignment. 

Mitchell decided to file charges 
against the nursé after he had received 
an oral report from Dr. W. H. Bailey, 
Oklahoma City pathologist, indicating 
the presence of poison in the viscera 
of Mary Jane, and of a potent narcotic 
in a hypodermic syringe found near 
the hospital room in which the girl 
died. The poison discovered by the 
chemist was of the same kind as that 
declared to have been in the nurse’s 
possession while she was a guest in the 
minister’s home, Mitchell said. 

The pathologist asserted the narcotic 
also cOuld have been administered in 
lethal doses from the syringe. 

Miss Atkinson, who followed : the 
Bailey family here from Gainesville, 
Tex., in June, was a guest in the home 


until after Mrs. Balley’s death, when, 
at the suggestion of the minister, she 
left for a few days. She immediately 
reestablished herself in the home when 
Mr. Bailey left for Trinidad, Colo., to 
place one of his small, motherless 
daughters in the home of a relative. 
In his absence, four of the children 
became violently ill, Mary Jane dying. 


PLIERS ARE LACKING; 
NAVY FLIER DROWNS 


Boats and Planes Reach Him 
in Time, but Without the 
Needed Equipment. 


San Diego, Calif., Sept. 15 (A.P.).— 
J. K. Kruger, aviation pilot in the 
United States Fleet Air Service, was 
drowned today when the torpedo plane 
he was piloting fell into San Diego 
Bay. 

J. L. Payne, also an aviation pilot, 
who was a passenger in the plane, man- 
aged to extricate himself from: the 
wreckage and was swimming toward 
shore when he was picked up by rescue 
boats. 

Kruger was flying at a height of 
about 500 feet when his plane went 
into a tail spin and tumbled to the 
waters of the bay. Kruger was en- 
tangled in the wreckage and held under 
the water, it being twenty minutes 
later before rescue parties were able 
to free his body. 

Soon after the accident aii Navy 
hydroplanes and several speed boats 
reached the scene, but, \not being 
equipped for rescue work, were unable 
to aid Kruger.

‘Juvenile Court Judge Moves to 
Assert Jurisdiction Over 
14-Year-Old Boy. 


HOLDS TRANSFER ILLEGAL 


Friction between the Juvenile Court 
and the United States district attor- | 
ney’s Office over jurisdiction in cases 
of juveniles charged with felonies 
moved into a new phase yesterday when 
Judge Katherine Sellers issued a rule 
against Assistant Attorney Leo Rover, 
George A. Stirling, superintendent of 
the National Training School, and 
Stephen Callahan, deputy marshal, for 
contempt of court. 

The rule issued by the Juvenile Court 
justice declares that the three officials 
are in contempt for violating a section 
of the law which provides that per- 
sons sent to one institution by the 
Juvenile Court can not be transferred 
to another institution without the ex- 
press approval of the judge of the 
Juvenile Court. 

The contempt citation hinges around 
the case of Frederick Paul Russell; 
colored, 14 years old, now lodged in 
the District jail on charges of house- 


breaking.

FRENCH REJECT U9, 
PROPOSALS; NATIONS 
VERGE ON TARIFE WAR 


Reciprocal Treaty, Such 
as Paris Demands, Is 
Barred by Law. 


THREAT HINT IS SEEN 
IN REPLY OF FRANCE 


High Duties Stand; Easement 
Only if America Agrees 
to French Offer. 


(Associated Press.) 

Rejection by France of American 
proposals for a most-favored-nation 
commercial treaty to correct French 
tariff discriminations against American 
goods brought the two governments to 
the verge of an open clash yesterday 
that, in the opinion of some officials, 
might develop into a tariff war. 

While the French communication 
declining the offer was not made pub- 
lic, it was said authoritatively at the 

ate Department that there will be 
little delay in formulating the Ameri- 
can answer, as the tariff act forbids 
the negotiation of treaties as to tariffs 
on any basis but that of equal treat- 
ment for all nations. This limitation 
upon the powers of the President 
preventing acceptance of the French 
counter proposals undoubtedly will be 
brought out sharply in the reply. 

Washington officials indicated aston- 
ishment that the French foreign office 
and its technical advisers were not 
fully advised as to the provisions of 
the American tariff act. The nature 
of the counter ‘proposals, however, is 
taken as an indication that they were 
not, since there could have been no 
point in suggesting to the Washington 
Government a course of action it 
could not follow within the law even 
if it so desired. 


Retaliation is Considered. 


It also is uncertain whether the 
French government is aware of the so- 
called retaliatory provisions in section 
317 of the tariff act under which the 
President may impose penalty duties or 
even absolute embargoes against im- 
portations from countries exercising 
tariff discriminations against American 
goods. It is practically certain that 
the American answer to the French 
reciprocity suggestion will make no 
mention of these provisions, confining 
itself to an exposition of the limita- 
tions of law which make the French 
plan ouf of the question. 

It eau certain, however, that 
the possibility that the penalty provi- 
sions of the tariff act migh’ come into 
use for the first time to ~.eet the situ- 
ation raised by the new French tariff 
schedules was given increasingly serious 
consideration yesterday by officials at 
he State and Commerce Departments.

Science and the pioneer instinct won 
a victory over risk of life, yesterday 
when the Government’s air: coordina- 
tion committee decided against any 
Federal ban on transoceanic flights in 
-_ 

The committee, composed of the 
three air secretaries of the War, Navy 
and Commerce Departments, rendered 
its decision after a meeting at the Navy 
Department. The conference was called 
at President Coolidge’s request to con- 
sider the situation resulting from the 
loss of life in recent overwater flights 
in land planes. 

The committee expressed profound 
regret over these air tragedies, but saw 
no reason why such pioneering v-n- 
tures, if undertaken by personnel com- 
petent to judge the risks involved and 
with carefully tested equipment of the 
highest type, should be prohibited as- 
solutely by law. 


Rigid Tests Needed. 


Flights that are not planned in this 
manner should be discouraged, mem- 
bers of the committee agreed. 

They were unanimous in the state- 
ment that “public opinion will itself 
act to that end and will impose a re- 
striction on the offering of any direct 
incentive for the making of exception- 
ally hazardous flights without require- 
ments of reasonable precautions.” 

The committee emphasized that sea- 
planes or flying boats were. better 
adaptable for long overwater flights. It 
held that this has been demonstrated 
by their regular employment on many 
commercial routes and in a number of 
instances where such machines and 
their crews have been picked up un- 
harmed after floating on the water 
for many hours or days.

U.S. ACCUSES BISHOP

Catholic bishop of Sonora, Mex., was 
at liberty on $2,500 bond tonight after 
his surrender to Federal officials on an 
indictment charging him with con- 
spiring to organize a militagy expedi- 
tion against Mexico.

Coroner Finds M. A. Green 
Drank Cyanide Solution 
With Intent to Die. 


ILL MORE THAN 2 YEARS 


Michael A. Green, 52 years old, local 
produce broker, drank a glass of cya- 
nide of potassium solution in the 
kitchen of his home, 2013 New Hamp- 
shire avenue northwest, at 3 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon and died instantly. 
Coroner J. Ramsay Nevitt last night 
issued a certificate of suicide. 

Mr. Green had been ill for more 
than two years and was known to have 
been worried because of his inability 
to throw off the sickness. His family 
declared last night that Mr. Green had 
gone to the kitchen with the intention 
of taking medicine for a headache, and 
hag inadvertently taken the deadly 
poison instead of a harmless headache 
preparation. 

Green was alone in the apartment at 
the time of his death, except for 8- 
year-old Ruth Morris, niece of Mrs. 
Green. The child heard the man’s 
body fall to the floor and, rushing to 
the kitchen, found him _ prostrate. 
Frightened at her inability to arouse 
him, the girl ran to the apartment of 
Mr. Green’s sister, Mrs. C. E. Geohegan, 
in the same apartment building, and 
told her what had happened. _ 

Casaulty Hospital’s ambulance was 
summoned, but the attending physi- 
cian declared that Mr. Green had died 
instantly after taking the poison. 

Mr. Green, who was widely known in 
the local produce field, having for years 
served as a broker of carloads of vege- 
tables and produce, maintaining an of- 
fice in the Evans Building with his 
brother. He had been at his office 
earlier in the day and returned home 
in the afternoon. He had promised to 
take his wife to the moving pictures 
last night, and wgs apparently in good 
spirits. 

In addition to_his wife 
sister, Mrs. Geohegan, Mr. Green is 
survived by three brothers, James B. 
Green, attorney, in the Evans building; 
Thomas A. Green, insurance man, of 
1735 DeSales street northwest, and 
Bernard J. Green, of Baltimore, and 
two other sisters, Mrs. J. W. Cum- 
mings, of Chevy Chase, Md., and Mrs. 
W. W. McGregor, of 1350 Spring Road 
northwest.

Governor's: Plan to Quit 
submitted to Coolidge 
on His Return. 


NAME OF SUCCESSOR 
IS EXPECTED SOON 


‘Step Taken Declared as Not 
' Connected With Chicago 
Discount Row. 


Daniel R. Crissinger, governor of the 
Federal Reserve Board, has resigned, ‘ef- 
fective yesterday. While the fact that 
he had resigned occasioned little sur- 
prise, as it had been known for some 
time that Governor Crissinger was con- 
sidering taking such a step, it was not 
expected that the news would become 
public in advance of announcement 
from official sources. 

Crissinger’s resignation was sub- 
mitted to President Coolidge on Mon- 
day and has been accepted, all arrange- 
ments for quitting office having been 
made by the Reserve Board governor, 
and the move was only held up pend- 
ing the return of the President. 

Secretary Mellon said that he was 
unable to say who would succeed Mr. 
Crissinger as governor of the Federal 
Reserve Board, but he believed that 
the President would make his name 
public soon. In the interim, Edmund 
Platt, vice governor, will assume the 
duties relinquished by Crissinger. 

Not Due to Chicago Rate. 


It was stated positively that the exit 
of Crissinger had no connection with 
the recent action of the Federal Reserve 
Board in initiating the cut in the re- 
discount rate of the Federal Reserve 
Bank of Chicago, over which there has 
been a difference of opinion. 

Simultaneously with the announce- 
ment of his resignation came word that 
Crissinger would at once become as- 
sociated with the F. H. Smith Co., of 
Washington, specialists in first mort- 
gage investment, and will today assume 
the office of chairman of the executive 
committee of that company. 

Crissinger has had a lifetime of bank- 
ing experience, starting with the 
National City Bank & Trust Co., of 
Marion, Ohio, of which bank he was in 
active control for many years and was 
for twelve years its president. 

He was appointed by President Hard- 
ing as Comptroller of the Currency in 
1921, in which office he had the su- 
pervision of the national banks of the 
country. After two years in this office 
he was appointed -a member of the 
Federal Reserve Board at Washington, 
and designated successively by both 
President Harding and President Cool- 
idge as governor of the board.

QO. Ticket Office and Gas Station Raises Ques- 
tion of Police Protection. 


Kensington, ambitious little Mary- 
land town adjacent to the District, is 
making her bid for a place in the sun. 

She began playing her hand yester- 
day when, for the first time since 


prohibition became “effective” seven 
years ago, liquor was seized within her 
corporate limits. Then, as though to 
celebrate her initial excursion into the 
field of violation of the Volstead law, 
she followed it up with two cases of 
robbery. 

That’s not a bad start for a town of 
800 inhabitants, and its auspicious get- 
away is held to promise :success in its 
efforts to equal the many towns which 
years ago discovered that there was a 
prohibition law made to be broken. 

But, though the “raid” and the tw 
robberies were more or less abortive, 
and not executed in the- complete 
manner of cities of more experience, 
| ey have upset the equanimity of the 
town, and have brought forth loud 
,demands for reform. They have also 
caused an indignant denial that either 
the liquor seizure or the robberies 
were local products. 

The two robberies are regarded as 
important, but the incident that stands 
Out is theAiquor seizure executed yes- 
terday afternoon. True, nobody in 
town knew anything about the liquor, 
but the seizure was executed by real 
Federal agents from Washington. Mon- 
day morning when the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroad train passed through the 
town it deposited two trunks at the 
Station. It also deposited a man of 
appearance strange to the community, 
who “glued” his eyes on the trunks, 
and stayed by them. 

One of the trunks was consigned to 
J. W. Bowler, and the other to Miss 
Clara Robbins. In a town of 800 souls, 
everybody knows almost ev 
else, but nobody could be foumd who 
had ever seen or heard of Mr. Bowler 
or Miss Robbins. §So the tr were 
placed in the station, still under the 
pe sofhonaa atv who had 

with them. . SeReany when 
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the trunk had not been called for, the 
watchful stranger was joined by two 
other men, equally strange, and equally 
watchful. Yesterday morning this trio, 
standing beside the still uncalled for 
trunks, was joined by two more eagle- 
eyed “foreigners.” 

And then things happened. The 
quintet leaped on ‘the trunks, broke 
the locks, and laid bare Kensington’s 
first illicit liquor—96 pints of bonded 
whisky shipped from Miami. 

The town gasped. Could it be? The 
evidence was indisputable, and, while 
some residents took pride in the accom- 
plishment of the town in at least 
breaking in among the breakers of the 
dry laws, most of them were agtounded. 

But that was not-all. | 

When William Matthews, station 
agent of the Baltimore & Ohio, arrived 
at his station yesterday morning, he 
found that the station had been en- 
tered and ransacked during the night 
by robbers, True, nothing appeared to 
be stolen, but it was a plain case of 
illegal entry, and Mr. Matthews’ papers 
and effects had been strewn about the 
floor by a person who tore an iron bar 
from in front of a window of the sta- 
tion.

THE LEGISLATIVE OUTLOOK, 


Day to day developments tend to destroy 
the picture of a hard working and industrious 
Congress, which Senator Charles Curtis 
painted for the President. The Kansas sen- 
ator, majority floor leader, in expressing his 
opposition to an early call of Congress, ven- 
tured the opinion that there would be ample 
time after December for the transaction of all 
necessary business, Under normal condi- 
tions this optimistic statement might be ac- 
cepted at full value, even in the light of the 
known aptitude of Congress for wasting time. 

The Seventieth Congress will not be normal 
at its first session. The Senate particularly 
will be abnormal, One evidence of abnormality 
is the Smith and Vare dispute. . Precedent 
and the rules of the Senate say one thing, yet 
that body gives some indication of reaching a 
conclusion in direct contradiction to the estab- 
lished order. Senator Curtis and all of his 
associates have not suggested any procedure 
by which normal and customary practice may 
be substituted for the long drawn out and 
strong arm method in which the Senate dealt 
with the Smith case in the Sixty-ninth Con- 
gress. 

The very complexion of the Senate will be 
abnormal. The Republicans have a paper 
majarity of one, subject to attacks from with- 
in and without. Already a call has been issued 
the formation of a progressive ‘bloc, de- 
signed to destroy the illusory hold which Sen- 
ator Curtis may have upon his colleagues. 
Senator Gerald P. Nye, of North Dakota, has 
drawn a platform and chosen a leader for his 
movement of-discontent. Every single convert 
that he gains makes certain that the Repub- 
lican party as such will be a minority instead 
of majority groups in the §enate. On what pid 
fair to be fundamantal issues this winter, farm 
relief and tax reduetion, the progressive bloc 
has its own theories, utterly at vartance with 
those of the administration. What chance is 
there for the expeditious transaction of busi- 
ness under such circumstances? 

Nor is the list of unusual factors complete. 
The President has renounced the office. The 
Senate, even within the Republican party, will 
be composed of many minds, all dealing with 
their own presidential ambitions or those of 
others. Such teamwork as at times is shown 
between the legislative and executive branches 
of the Government, threatens to be sadly dis- 
rupted. The measure of Senator Curtis’ op- 
timism may be gained by the fact that he 
does not become a pessimist in the face of 
such an outlook, 

The very abnormality of the situation may 
have influenced'the Republican leaders in their 
opposition to an extra session. They may feel 
that such a muddled state of affairs will work 
‘out better if it is not too greatly prolonged. 
They will have as a lever with which to force 
the Nation’s business to some sort of a con- 
clusion, the fact that many members of Con- 
gress will be anxious to get away for the pre- 
convention campaigns. Any such supposition, 
however, begs the issue and leaves much to 
the future. The troubles ahead can not be 
avoided by ignoring them now, 
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POULTRY AND EGGS. 


When the farm wife depended upon ‘“‘Biddy,”’ 
the hen, to reproduce her kind through the 
medium provided by nature, little attention 
was paid to any of the ailments of the flock. 
About the only diseases recognized were the 
pip and roup. But today Dr. Mohler, chief 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, in an ad- 
dress before the Veterinary Association points 
out that ‘‘the last decade has witnessed an 
amazing change in the scope and method of 
poultry and egg production. The humble hen 
is now a recognized asset, a chief source of 
income and as such is favored with the best 
feed, shelter and attention,’’ which makes it 
desirable that the services of a veterinarian 
should be secured whenever there may appear 
indication of disease among the flocks. 

Dr. Mohler called the attention of the asso- 
ciation to the ‘fact that chicken breeders sold 
800,000,000 baby chicks last year and that 
the American hens lay ‘‘760 eggs every second 
of time,” or at the rate of 2,000,000,000 dozen 
a year. According to this expert in animal 
foods the annual value of American poultry 
products is in excess of $1,000,000,000, “or 
16 per cent of the live stock production of the 
country and outranked only by dairy products 
and the swine industry.” 

Yet in spite of her importance in the com- 
mercial life of the country, Dr. Mohler declared, 
the hen has never come into her legal rights, 
in the way of recognition by law, and has not 
had her fair share of the attentions of Con- 
gress. That body, while taking particular 
pains to appropriate funds for the eradication 
of hog cholera and bovine T. B., has done 
little or nothing toward insuring the com- 
fort and health of the barnyard fowl or its 
more aristocratic relatives in the henneries. 
It was acknewledged that Congress did au- 
thorize. the appropriation of funds for the 
extermination of the European fowl pest after 
it had obtained a foothold in some nine States. 
That was in 1924. .

THE TRAFFIC DRIVE. 


Aroused Over the way in which District 
motorists are violating certain important traf- 
fic regulations, Maj. Hesse, superintendent of 
police, has organized a special squad of 30 
bicycle and motorcycle officers, recruited from 
the various precincts, to operate directly from 
the traffic bureau in a campaign to bring 
about strict observance of the law. Instruc- 
tions have been given the squad to keep on the 
lookout especially for motorists who drive 
through safety zones, ignore stop signs or traf- 
fic lights, drive at excessive speed around cor- 
ners, drive at night with but one headlight, 
or steer slow-moving vebicles in the eenter of 
the street so as to obstruct traffic, rather than 
near the curb, out of the way. No longer will 
offenders be let off with only a warning as has 
been the custom heretofore. Those caught 
during the drive will be taken directly into 
court, where the department has requested the 
cooperation of the judges to make the cam- 
paign successful. 

Undoubtedly the traffic situation has become 
considerably worse during the past few weeks. 
Violations of the regulations may be witnessed 
on every street and at every intersection. The 
drive undertaken by the Police Department 
probably has come just in time to avert seri- 
ous accidents. 

If local motorists can not be made to realize 
that observance @f traffic regulations is to 
their own advantage, they will have to be 
forced into obedience by the police, in order 
that pedestrians may be assured of safety, and 
so that the conservative, law-abiding motorist 
will not have to pay the penalty of another's 
carelessness. Periodic drives by the depart- 
ment may be sufficient to keep the situation 
under control. Judging from past experience, 
however, one is forced to the belief that as 
soon as the extra vigilance is withdrawn, local 
motorists will go back to their old ‘“‘each for 
himself and devil take the hindmost”’ policy. 
The superintendent of poliee is to be com- 
mended that he has undertaken a concerted 
drive to make local streets safe. If at its con- 
clusion matters show a tendency to go back 
to their old state, it would be wise if a perma- 
nent roving traffic force be established to be 
vigilant at all times against violations of the 
regulations. 


SLOGANS AND LAW. 


Several days ago the Woman’s National 
Democratic Club of Washington mailed out 
circulars to thousands of registered Democratic 
voters throughout the country advising them 
that prizes would be awarded for the best 
campaign slogans submitted, provided that an 
entrance fee of $1 ‘“‘to assist in defraying the 
clerical expenses incident to a-contest on so 
large a scale,’’ was submitted with the slogan. 
The Postoffice Department got wind of the 
matter, however, and now its solicitor has in- 
formed the promoters that the campaign as 
outlined is in violation of the lottery laws. 

It looks like rather a mean trick to pull on 
these Democratic women. There is no doubt 
but that the scheme is in violation of the lot- 
tery laws, but under the circumstances some- 
thing should be worked out to enable them 
to continue. What would the next campaign 
be without a slogan? The Republican party, 
gurely, would not want to campaign against an 
opponent unfortified with a tongue-pleasing 
phrase. The Woman’s Democratic Club has no 
funds with which to conduct a contest, so some 
means had to be devised to make it self- 
supporting. What would Mr. Burleson have 
done under the circumstances? 

Yet, even if the contest must be called off, 
irreparable damage may not have been done. 
Possibly, even if it had been continued to a 
successful conclusion, no happier phrase would 
have been selected for the Democrats than— 
“Right Years of Wall Street—now give Main 
street a chance.”’ 


NEEDED INVENTIONS. 

The Institute of Patentees in London pub- 
lishes a book entitled ‘“‘What’s Wanted,” in 
which are listed suggestions for needed inven- 
tions. The latest issue contains many new 
challenges to inventive genius. For instance, 
it is suggested that a folding umbrella which 
might be carried in the pocket, wen not in 
use, would earn for its inventor handsome 
royalties, and an unbreakable shoe lace would 
be such a boon to mankind that its patentee 
might live a leisurely life of ease. Windows of 
unbreakable, clear and flexible glass; non- 
slippery floor polish; a motor car that could 
swim across a river; an attachment for a mu- 
sic stand that would turn the pages; these are 
but a few of the things that the public feels 
need of, 

Thousands of other suggestions might be of- 
fered. A genuinely comfortable Pullman bed 
has never been invented. An automatic cook 
to prepare a meal would be a boon to the 
bridge-playing lady of the house. A selective 
silencer for loud-speakers, which would enable 
those who want to listen to a program to do 
so without disturbing others in the room, 
would be a revolutionary blessing in this radio 
age. A golf ball which would not slice, a pala- 
table cure for snake bite, bed sheets that will 
not pull out at the ends, a vest that will not 
creep up to show a line of shirt between it and 
the trousers top; these are but a few of the 
devices for which the world has been waiting. 
Where, however, is the genius to invent them? 


SNEEZING TIME IS HERE. 


There are some citizens of Washington who 
believe that they need no calendar to advise 
them of the arrival of August 20’in any year. 
The’ mucous lining of their bronchial tubes 
and of their noses gives all the information 
that is necessary in this respect, for August 20 
is recognized throughout the District of Co- 
lumbia as the date for the arrival of the hay 
fever season. It is in the middle of August 
usually that the rag weed decides to shed its 
pollen, necessary to produce the snuffling, 
sneezing affliction known as hay fever. But 
this year the rag weed, possibly misled into 
the belief that there was to be no summer at 
all, failed to arrange for a supply of pollen 
for the regular hay fever date. Instead of 
August 20 the fever victims were compelled: 
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tions even a week longer before being able to 
sneeze sufficiently to warrant their belief that 
| the rag weed was doing its full duty. 

Hay fever is late this year largely because 
the giant rag weed was held back in its pollen- 
producing activities throtigh the wet and cold 
spring. It is true that the smaller variety of 
the weed arrived with its pollen on time, or 
nearly so, but the dwarf is not as effective in 
inflaming mucous linings as its larger rela- 
tive. That noxious member of the vegetable 
family is on the job at last, much to the satis- 
faction of the handkerchief salesmen, who al- 
Ways expect to reap a harvest in August and 
who feared that business ‘would be extremely 
dull this year. 

Hay fever is now fashionable throughout 
the whole Eastern section of the : country. 
Sneezing is a popular sport and she who can 
not sneeze satisfactorily can not expect a trip 
to the mountains or the Thousand Islands, 
which have always been regarded as the safest 
havens for the hay fever sneezers. If you are 
susceptible now is the time to sneeze. 


THE POLO TRIUMPH. 


Just as the Davis Cup is being packed, to 
leave the United States for France, comes the 
welcome news that the international polo 
ophy will remain in this country for another 
three years. The Americans have riddén off 
the challenge of the British team successfully, 
One game was a hollow triumph for the de- 
fenders, the second and last a much more even 
thing, but it served to give the United States 
six victories out of the last seven international 
matches that have been played. 

Polo history in the United States dates back 
to the days of the “big four,’’ when Harry 
Payne Whitney, the elder Hitchcock and their 
associates first lifted the trophy from British 
hands, Skilled observers say that the ancient 
combination could have done no better than 
the Americans did this year in the first game 
played at Meadowbrook. The present team 
was composed of Men who have been the back- 
bone of American polo for the past decade. 
Just before the matches began the defense 
committee decided that the experienced vet- 
erans would be best and displaced the two less 
seasoned players that had at first been chosen. 
The selection was eminently correct, as play 
disclosed. 

The consistency with which the United 
States has retained the polo cup is evidence 
of the manner in which the athletes of this 
nation have adopted the games of other coun- 
tries and surpassed the designers of the sport. 
Polo was imported from India by the British. 
It has for long been the sport of that nation’s 
cavalry regiments. All that this country 
knows about polo it has acquired. Its players 
have been good pupils. Once only the pastime 
of the very rich, polo is now played wherever 
men love and use horses. Good polo is played 
in Washington, because of the Army influence 
here. Ranchers of the West have adopted it 
as a pleasant form of recreation. It is gaining 
a foothold in the larger colleges. If it is not 
now, it soon will be as popular here as it is 
abroad. 

In this year’s matches the British came well 
prepared. Men and ponies, the latter a most 
important adjunct of the game, came here 
weeks before the date of the matches in order 
to become acclimated. There was, experts 
declare, little to choose in the way of mounts, 
unless it was that the English had the better 
ponies. The Americans outplayed and outrode 
their opponents. It was a triumph justly 
earned and well merited. 
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ARGENTINA OBJECTS TO SNOOPERS. 


Argentina’s protest against the .action of 
the United States Tariff Commission in send- 
ing a junketing party to the Southern re- 
public to inquire into the cost of producing 
corn and flax will be likely to influence Con- 
gress to amend the law under which these 
prying investigations have been carried on. 
Argentina is not the first country to protest 
against the prying ‘operations of representa- 
tives of the United States into their domestic 
affairs. Many years ago a consul stationed in 
Glaucau, Germany, an important textile 
manufacturing district, entered one of the Ger- 
man technical schools as a student for the sole 
purpose of learning something of German costs 
of manufacture. The object was in that case 
to prevent the undervaluation of the exports 
of that region to the United States. He dis- 
covered altogether too much and as a result 
German textile schools were closed to Ameri- 
cans. 

Since the enactment

But our ships in foreign trade mus 
‘be adequately protected before they wil 

be attractive purchases for railroads 
corporations or private individuals 
| Protection has been denied to our ship 
in foreign trade for nearly 80 yeara® 
That outstanding fact explains thel 
prewar disappearance. It explains wh 
they are not attractive private pur 
chases now. It explains why we mus 
have Government ownership for ou 
ships to stay on the seas—until Con 
gress sees fit to adequately protec 
them. 

We forbid foreign ships to compet 
with American ships in domestic trad 
and have so forbidden them for 11 
years—since 1817. That explains wh 
our ships in domestic trade grow an 
prosper. Prohibitive protection agains 
foreign competition. 

Probably we can not prohibitively 
protect our ships in foreign trade, bu 
| we can adequately protect them jus 
the same, and we must do so to pu 
them on the seas and keep them there 
No dodging that fact. Dodging it ha 
prolonged Government ownership—wi!

EASON and experiment have 

shown without doubt that the 

best time to plant peonies is 
either in September or October. At 
this period of the year we do not have 
to contend with brittle roots or plants 
that have already started to sprout. 


A list of a few of the don’ts which 
Should govern peony planting are: 


Don’t plant them in soil where they 
have grown before. 

Don't forget that they need a well 
fertilized soil. 

Don’t let the manure touch the roots. 

Don’t plant too deep (place the bud 
not less than two nor more than three 
inches below the ground). 

Don’t plant too close (allow at least 
three feet between plants so that they 
can develop). 


Don’t plant in hard ground (work it 
well, for peonles are deep rooted plants) 

Don't mulch with manure 

Don’t forget to give them a ilght 
mulch of litter over the first winter 

Don’t forget to take the mulch off in 
the spring as soon as the plants start 
growing. 

And don’t try to have many expen- 
sive varieties to start with. Begin with 
a good collection and add to it as your 
experience grows.

TUNNEY GOES 
10 ROUNDS 
IN DRILL 


Champion Bit Rusty 
After Lay-off ; Shows 
Speed in Work. 


AKE VILLA, Illl., Sept. 15 (A.P.).— 
L Withg but a week to go before 

facing Jack Dempsey in defense of 
the heavyweight championship, Gene 
Tunney today put in his busiest eight 
hours since arriving here, more than 
two weeks ago. 
Opening of the day’s reception of 
about 50 newspaper men, Tunney later 
was examined by Dr. Joseph L. Russell, 
representing the Illinois State Boxing 
Commission, before working out ten 
rounds. More than 2,000 spectators 
watched. Gene boxed three sparring 
partners two rounds apiece and punched 
both the light and heavy bags another 
round. 
The workout, Tunney’s first in three 
days and the big inning of the final 
drive for physical perfection, amounted 
to little more than heavy exercise for 
the big champion. 


Gene warmed up slowly on the 
bags, apparently a bit soggy after 
the lengthy layoff, and displayed 
little real energy until he locked 
gloves with Chuck’ Wiggins and 
Billy Vidabeck. In two rounds 
with Hackie Williams, a Chicago 
heavyweight, Gene clinched a great 
deal to avoid the straight ring hand 
‘Villlams landed on his face oc- 
casionally. 


Tunney boxed with speed and de- 
fence, dancing out of range whenever 
Wiggins or Vidabeck cut loose with 
both hands to the head. The cham- 
pion’s offense consisted for the most 
part of a “one-two” attack, a sharp left 
jab followed by a right cross to the 
chin, the two blows landing almost as 
one. Tunney missed frequently with 
both hands and his timing appeared a 
bit rusty. Dr. Russell, who pronounced 
Dempsey a “perfect physical speciman” 
several days ago, declared that Gene 
was “normal in every respect” after 
the examination. The physician tested 
Tunney’s heart, lungs, pulse and blood 
pressure and found nothing out of the 
way. Tunney weighed 193 at the ex- 
amination. five pounds more than he 
intends to carry into the ring at Sol- 
dier Field next Thursday.

Commissioners Visit Site. 


With Lieut. Col. U. S. Grant III, di- 
rector of public buildings and public 
parks; Maj. L. E. Atkins, assistant Dir- 
trict engineer commissioner; Municipal 
Architect Arthur |. Harris and Dr. H. 
Barrett Learned, of the Board of Edu- 
cation, the arts commission visited the 
swimming pool site and agreed on the 
selection. 3 

In compliance with the request of 
Mr. Harris and the education board, it 
was agreed to locate the bath house at 
the southwestern edge of the ‘chool 
grounds and the pool east of the bath 
house. This was done in order that the 
vista from First street might be pre- 
served. 

At a meeting with the District ~om- 
missioners in Commissioner Proctor L. 
Dougherty’s of.ice, the arts group ap-~ 
proved the building scheme for the 
Third-Sixth street Indiana Pannsylva - 
nia avenue area.

Wider Massachusetts Ave. Proposed. 


The plan for the M street bridge 
provides for a span 240 feet long and 
60 feet wide, with three archways, one 
to cover the new Rock Creek and 
Potomac Parkway. The old M street 
span was judged unsafe two years ago, 
because of its crumbling foundation 
The new bridge will have two roadways 
separated by a parking. 

A proposal to widen Massachusetts 
avenue northwest, through its entire 
length and to develop the thoroughfare 
with center parking and floral beds 
similar to Maryland avenue northeast, 
was made by the University Park 
Citizens Association. This led to a 
lengthy discussion and terminated 
when the commission agreed to lay 
the Proposition before the Capital Park 
and Planning Commission for study. 

Plans for the commission’s second 
meeting today call for a joint confer- 
ence with the National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission in the Navy 
building, when a decision on the ap- 
proach to the Arlington Memorial 
bridge from the Lincoln Memorial is 
expected to be made.

PREPARE FOR TORONTO 


The eight delegates who will repesent 
the District of Columbia at the annual 
conference of the National Tax Associa- 
tion in Toronto, Canada, next month, 
met with Commissioner Sidney F. 
Taliaferro yesterday in the latter’s of- 
fice to plan to utilize the tax meeting, 
if possible, in preparation for a drive 
before Congress this winter for revision 
of the fiscal relations between the Dis- 
tict and Bederal governments. 

All eight plan to attend the con- 
ference, which will be in session the 
week beginning October 10. Commis- 
sioner Taliaferro plans to reach To- 
ronto October 12 and pass the re- 
mainder of the week there, not as a 
delegate, but as an interested observer 
helping head up the work of the Dis- 
trict delegation. 

This work, it is expected, will not 
involve discussion on the floor of the 
conference, but will consist largely of 
interviewing delegates from other places 
to compile data useful in hearings 
before committees of Congress and ad- 
vising with tax experts on a proper Dal- 
ance of Federal and District contri- 
butions to the cost of local government 
and, possibly, on revision in other re- 
spects of the District tax system. 

Dr. Thomas W. Page, economist, was 
named chairman of the delegation, and 
Edward F. Colladay, vice chairman. 
Another meeting will be held Tuesday 
for further discussion of plans. The 
other delegates will be Assessor Will- 
lam P. Richards, Robert V. Fleming, 
Joshua Evans, jr., W. L. Beale, Newbold 
Noyes and Frank J. Coleman. 


EASTWARD EXPANSION 
OF CAPITAL PREDICTED 


Col. Ladue Promises Modern 
Street Lights for Anacostia; 
Sewerage Difficult. 


Many bridges will span the Anacostia 
River before many years, and Washing- 
ton will grow eastward, as predicted by 


the city fathers, Col. William B. Ladue, 
District Engineer Commissioner, last 
night told the Washington Highlands 
Citizens Association at a meeting in the 
Congress Heights School. 

Col. Ladue deplored antiquated street 
lighting facilities in the Anacostia sec- 
tion of the city, and promised that 
more modern equipment would soon be 
installed in the community. He ex- 
plained that topography of the land 
near Washington Highlands make sew- 
erage lines impracticable at the pres- 
ent time. 

On recommendation of the commit- 
tee on streets and roads the association 
indorsed a petition asking the District 
government to take over Magazine road, 
now a private highway and the only 
thoroughfare leading to the United 
States Naval Magazine. Summing up 
the needs of the community in his re- 
port, Mr. Canon pointed out the need 
for widening of Nichols avenue, the 
opening of First street, installation of 
sewer lines, straightening and repair 
of Magazine road and erection of a new 
schoolhouse in Washington Highlands. 


LAND PLANE OF NAVY 
FALLS INTO POTOMAC 


Fliers, of Philadelphia, Unhurt 
in Mishap After Their 
Motor Fails. 


Plunged into the cool waters of the 
Potomac River, a mile below the naval 
air station, yesterday when the land 
plane they were flying temporarily 
failed to function, Lieuts. Volney C. 
Finch and Emil Chourre, naval aviators, 
stationed at Philadelphia, escaped with 
a@ mere ducking. 

The plane had taken off from the 
air station for Philadelphia shortly be- 
fore 1:30 o’clock and had gained an al- 
titude of 600 feet, when a partial fail- 
ure of the engine occurred. The craft’s 
altitude was not sufficient for a return 
landing to the station, and the aviators 
skillfully piloted the plane to the river. 
It landed in shallow water on the edge 
of the ship channel. 
Boats were immediately dispatched 
from the air station, and Lieuts. Finch 
and Chourre were taken safely to land, 
uninjured but cooled off by the water. 
The plane is not believed to have been 
badly damaged and was salvaged by a 
crew from the station.

CORNER-CUTTERS FIRST 
TO FEEL HAND OF LAW 


Maj. Hesse Holds Drivers, Not 
Pedestrians, to Blame for 
Unsafe Streets. 


Maj. Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent 
of police, today will begin a spirited 
campaign to rid Washington streets of 
reckless motor car drivers.

These are the violators upon whom the 
initial police attack will be centered, 
Maj. Hesse said. Automobilists turning 
corners will have to do so slowly, with 
their machines under control and with 
due regard for the rights of pedes- 
trians. 

Next emphasis will be placed on 
keeping safety. zones clear for persons 
boarding or alighting from street cars 
or seeking refuge while crossing streets. 
Drivers are required to avoid crossing 
these zones whether or not they are 
occupied, 

“Heavy vehicles are almost always 
seen driving in or near street car 
tracks,” said Maj. Hesse. This danger- 
ous practice will have to end. They 
are the slower moving vehicles. They 
will have to drive as closely as 
possible to the curb so that other 
cars may overtake and pass them more 
easily on the left.” 


Dr. Aldrich Returns 
With Fly Specimens 


Dr. J. M. Aldrich, entomologist of 
the Smithsonian Institution, has re- 
turned from a tour of the northwestern 
States of the United States, during 
which he collected several thousand 
specimens of files, it was announced 
yesterday. 

Dr. Aldrich believes he has captured 
quite a number unknown to scientists. 
He stated that there are about 35.00C 
different Kinds already known, but 
estimates there are 150,000 kinds still 
unknown. Among the places visited in 
his 9,200-mile automobile tour were 
the South Platte river beyond Pike’s 
Peak; Wells, Nevada; the Yosemite and 
Yellowstone National parks.

vent the Commissioners from enforcing 
regulations which prevent the drivers 
of the independent cabs from parking 
wherever they find it convenient on 
the public streets, 

The police regulations in force prior 
to the passage of the traffic act of March 
3, 1925, died with the passage of that 
act, it is alleged, and since then the 
Commissioners have failed to provide 
new stands to accommodate the total 
of 1,600 taxicabs of all kinds which are 
now on the streets. Present stands ac- 
commodate only 500 of the total num- 
ber of cabs, it is asserted. 

Cabs parking at places other than 
the stands designated by the police 
are subject to arrest and prosecution 
in the Police Court, it is averred. The 
association insists that its members 
have a right to park anyplace where a 
motor vehicle of any other sort is al- 
lowed to park.
